except one fist fight. 
Unnily conv icts, incensed by the 
death of 318 prisoners who were 
burned 
and 
suffocated 
in 
their 
lock ed cells 
Monday night, urged 
other prisoners to “ tak e a chance,” 
b ut 
after 
Deputy 
W ard e n 
J. 
C. 
W oodard talk ed to the men, they 
quieted down. 
The general spirit of u nre s t con­ 
tinued, howev er, and officials feared 
further trouble. 
F orm er 
prison 
chaplain 
T. 
A. 
Reed, who tried to quiet the men, 
announced the conv icts had m ade 
three dem ands: 
F irst—T ha t John Richardson, con­ 
v icted m urd ere r scheduled 
to 
die 
tom orrow night, be giv en a life term 
Instead. 
Second—Im m ediate 
rem ov al 
of 
the board of clemency. 
T hird— An unlimited and im m edi­ 
a te supply of tobacco. 
Richardson w as giv en a 30 day 
respite by Gov ernor Cooper shortly 
afte r the conv icts m ade their de­ 
m and. 
His 
action, howev er, was 
not tak en to satisfy their demand, 
it was said. 
The cell doors in the company 
K. range w ere ordered opened by 
deputy W ard e n W oodward and the 
conv icts 
w ere 
perm itted 
to 
come 
out 
into 
their 
cage 
for 
exercise. 
They promised to be good and they 
w ere 
urging 
the 
other 
X)risoners 
in the idle house not to get v io­ 
lent. Guards said K. company was 
about 
the 
quietest 
outfit 
in 
the 
block . 
Colonel R. II. Haubrich, in charge 
of troops at the prison m ade an 
inspection of the idle house, ta lk ­ 
ed with a nu m b e r of the prisoners 
and reported la ter tha t he consider­ 
ed the situatioft v ery good.

Orchids are usually thought of 
as being among the most delicate 
and fragile of flowers and their 
culture or growing is generally re­ 
garded as a task demanding in­ 
finite skill. 
This, however, is not 
true, for orchids are particularly 
hardy flowers and, while six to 
eight years and considerable care 
are required to raise an orchid 
from the seed to the flowering 
stage, a circumstance justifying 
the retail price of blooms, main- 
tainance of the mature plant is 
comparatively simple. 
Since private collectors, for the 
most part, are not concerned with 
the seedling stage of cultivation, 
their problems are comparatively 
simple, and the average amateur 
or his gardener should be entirely 
successful. 
There 
are 
scores 
of 
orchid 
fanciers throughout the country 
w’ho have well-stocked conserva­ 
tories of healthy orchids, evidenc­ 
ing the success which can be 
attained by the private grower. 


Lives on Moisture 
Contrary to general opinion, the 
orchid is not a parasite but lives 
mainly 
on 
the 
moisture 
and 
oxygen of the air. They are found 
quite 
generally 
throughout 
the 
world, principally in the higher 
altitudes. 
Frequently 
adventur­ 
ous hunters have found orchids 
perched high on a tree trunk in 
the 
Colombian 
Andes. 
Some 
species thrive in the sunlight, but 
the majority are found in forests, 
ravines, or in the shade of large 
rocks. 
Orchids 
need moisture, 
but plants are seldom watered di­ 
rectly, except in extremely hot 
weather, moisture being provided 
in other seasons through absorp­ 
tion 
from 
saturated 
ferns 
and 
cinders, 
which 
retain 
moisture 
exceptionally well and which are 
placed 
in

Du ring 
cu lling 
seasons 
when 
pou ltry Is selling at a low price, 
pou ltry may b e disposed of profit­ 
ab ly b y cau ning, according to the 
Xew York state college of home 
economics at Cornell u niversity. 
The qu ality of canned pou ltry 
depends on the condition 
of the 
fresh meat and the method of can­ 
ning. 
As soon as the animal heat 
has 
disappeared, 
u su ally 
six 
to 
eight hou rs after killing, the fowl 
Is ready for the canner, to tu rn It 
Into a wholesome produ ct properly 
sterilized. Becau se the flesh has a 
compact textu re, which the 
heat 
penetrates slowly, a high tempera- 
^ tu re is necessary, and most au thor­ 
ities agree that meat shou ld b e 
canned only u nder pressu re. 
The 
length of time for processing Is the 
same whether the ehicken is roast­ 
ed, fried, or fricasseed b efore pu t­ 
ting it in jars or whether it is 
packed u ncooked. 
Many prefer to 
can the chicken raw to avoid the 
warmed-over 
flavor 
of 
canned 
cooked chicken. 
When chicken Is packed in the 
jar« It may he left on the b one, or 
the meat alone may b e u sed, cu t in 
pieces to fit. Pack the jar as tight­ 
ly as possib le after it has b een 
thorou ghly cleaned and sterilized. 
Wide-mou ih jars are easiest 
for 
packin'-'. Pieces containing a great 
deal of gelatin, as the b ack and 
neck, are placed in the center of 
the jar and the other pieces arou nd 
them. 
Holding the jar in a slant­ 
ing position and 
u sing 
a 
small 
wooden spoon or spatu la makes it 
easier to insert the pieces. By plac­ 
ing the skin next to the ou tside of 
the ja r a tighter paek is ob tained 
b ecau se the skin sticks to the hot

Tin cans as well as glass jars 
may b e u sed su cces.sfu lly in can­ 
ning pou ltry and present-day tin 
cans are qu ite safe to u se.

All cold air slmu ld b e exhau sted 
b efore sealing the can b y standing 
the filled cans in a pan of b oiling 
water, which comes to within one 
Inch of the top of the can. for from 
ten to fifteen mihntes. ]f tlie air is 
not driven ou t, llie can Is apt to 
b u lge.

Yard persisted in following every case 
t ^ i l the slayer was fou nd. 
Beside the 
English detective record the American de- 
_ 
cord is a sorry thing. 
However, 
alfairs are ordered differently, or they 
stoiild be, in New York and Chicago on 
ttrE one hand and in Washington on the 
otber. 
Washington is governed throu gh 
the congress; the people of Washington 
are withou t the ballot. 
In fu rtherance of government bu siness, 
a ‘ secret service is maintained independ­ 
ently of the Washington police. 
To a 
degree the American secret service and 
the British Scotland Yard are similar; 
they part when the rou tine of police du ty 
is reached. 
By su pplementing the work 
of the Washington police detectives with 
the work of secret service operators, the 
government shou ld be able to do as thor­ 
ou gh a job as Scotland Yard can do. The 
service operators wou ld not be halted by 
conditions that often halt police detec. 
tives

Kroni Minneapolis Tribu ne. 


Nebraska has a jockpine reserve 
in 20 years has broken all forestrj 
ords by produ cing jackpine trees .« tand- 
ing 40 feet high and growing so profu sely 
that in 
the 
present 
winter a force of 
woodmen has been employed to thin them 
ou t. 


The Nebraska jackpine forestry reserve 
IS in the vicinity of Ilersey. 
It did not 
have a tree u pon it in 1903. There are 
150 squ are miles within its designated 
boi der. 
It was in the scrawn.v grazing 
cou ntry of the Nebraska sandhills. 
Considered as a joke in its inception the 
jackpine forest has assu med the propor­ 
tions of a miracle of tree growth. 
The 
su ccess attained with it has led ranchers 
to plant woodlots, windbreaks and shelt­ 
ers for their cattle. 
There has been de­ 
veloped a wood 
su pply 
worth a good 
deal of money and the au thorities at the 
Lni\ersitj’ of Nebraska who advocated 
the first experiment and were lau ghed at 
for their su ggestion are having tlie last 
lau gh. 
Jackpine is splendid firewood. 
It also 
is valu able for u se in small woodworking 
factories. 
The 
Nebraska 
experiment 
proves that in identical sandy cou ntry all 
over the northwest, now considered prac­ 
tically u seless, jackpine forests can be 
grown. 
Science and research work as condu cted 
by the cou ntry’s u niversities scores again. 
It has developed a new and most practi­ 
cal u se of a wood that long was spu rned 
and rather ru thlessly torched and 
di.s- 
legaided in all the cou ntry where it 
gre» / in its native state. 
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HOW LOUD IS NOISE 
From Xew York Su n. 


The section ju st added to the sanitary 
code by tlie board of health is intended to 
abate the nu isance cau sed by excessive!v 
lou d radios or phonographs. Radios are 
the chief offenders, becau se the amou nt 
of sou nd they produ ce can be controlled 
to su it the sensitivities of an artist or the 
callou sness of one u pon whom the clang­ 
ing of a city have beaten in vain. 
In­ 
ventors and manu factu rers have to bear 
this variance in endu rance of sou nd in 
mind when they make their receiving sets. 
It is this elasticity in the radio and in 
those who listen, willingly or otherwise, 
that makes the new section of dou btfu l 
valu e u ntil it is interpreted by the cou rts. 
\Vlio is going to define “lou d, excessive 
or u nu su al noise 
The owner of the radio 
or the complainant? The new section is 
offered as relief particu larly needed as 
windows begin to be thrown u p. 
Bu t 
mu st the radio in an apartment be su b­ 
du ed u ntil its concerts, talks, health hints, 
setting-u p exercises, etc., are confined to 
the apartment? Can the misanthrope who 
insists on his right not to listen to the 
trou bles of Amos and Andy keep the man 
in 2D from tu ning his set on fu ll blast at 
7 o clock? 
There are so many shades and 
degrees of distu rbance to “comfort, qu iet 
or repose” that it is almost a pity that the 
regu lation of radios cannot be left to the 
good taste and common sense of their 
owners.
